Gentlemen.—The new sewer in 
fourth stret, between Bloomfield 
street and River Road, is nearing 
completion, and said street will soon 
be ready for repaving. 


I would recommend to you at this 
time that Fourth street, from Hudson 
street to the River Road, be repaved 
with Belgian block redressed amd 
laid on a concrete base with asphalt 
joint filler. I recommend also that 
the roadway of Fourth stret, from 
Hudson street to River street, be 
widened to the extent of about four 
feet, and that the roadway of said 
street be widened to the extent of 
about twelve feet from River street 
to River Road. I recommend also 
that the presemt turn at the lower 
south end of Hudson Square Park 
be widened by making a curve suffi- 
cient to accommodate the large 
amount of vehicular traffic using said 
road. I further recommend that 
Fourth, street from Washington to 


Bloomfield street, be entirely repaved 


with redressed Belgian block om a 
concrete base with a joint filler of 
asphalt in place of the present filler 
of cement grout. This change is 
very much desired by the property 
owners on said street and will re- 
lieve the vibration and noise to which 
the property owners are now sub- 
jected. I further recommend that 
Joseph O. Whittemore, City Engi- 
neer, be directed to prepare plans 
and specifications for the aforesaid 
work, and that said engineer, to- 
gether with the Corporation Attor- 
mey, confer with the Hoboken Con- 
struction Company, the contractor 
for the building of the new sewers, 
with a view of having said contractor 
agree upon a sum to be deducted from 
the moneys payable under their cnon- 
tract for the amount of repaving 
which said contractor would be re- 
lieved from performing under its 
contract, in the event of the city 
undertaking to perform the work 


herein recommended by me.

His Honor, Mayor Griffin, an- 
nounced that the Board was ready 
to hear the Committee of Merchants’ 
Association who were prepared and 
desired to be heard on the question 
of an ordinance entitled ‘“‘An ordi- 
nance to remove all encroachments, 
encumbrances and nuisances in and 
upon the streets and avenues in the 
City ef Hoboken, New Jersey,” re- 
ceived, passed first reading and laid 
on the table for a period of at least 
two weeks at the meeting of the 
Board held May 16, 1917. 

His Honor, the Mayor, summarily 
stated that while this was not the 
meeting at which discussion should 
regularly be had as the ordinance 
was still on the table for the pur- 
pose of public inspection, yet since 
the Committee were present, the 
Board would be pleased to hear 
them. 


Mr. Richard Beyer, chairman of 
the committee, requested and re- 
ceived permission from His Honor 
to address the Board. 


Mayor Griffin explained the pur- 
pose for which the ordinanee was 
drawn and it was not_its purpose 
nor was it the purpose of the Com- f 
missioners at any time to harass the 
kusiness men. He said that the 
Commissioners stood willing to assist 
rather than interfere with the mer- 
chants and the Board would be glad 
to accept the judgment of the busi- 
ness men in preference to their own 
on matters affecting their business 
conditions. 


Mr. Beyer said that his objection 


and the objections of the Committee 
were against the ordinance as an en- 


tirety. He referred to each section 
and recited how impossible it would 
be for the city to put the provisions 
of the ordinance into effect. He 
referred to the fact that the city’s 
rignt to many of the streets was in 
dispute. He objected particularly to 
the removal of stoops, steps, win- 
lows, ete. He said further that there 
could be no objection to the removal 
of show cases if it was the purpose 
of the ordinance to do that, because, 
as he said, these are obstructions. 
He referred to the manner in vogue 
in many foreign cities, Berlin, Paris, 
etc., and said that they did not per- 
mit any encroachments whatever and 
it had the effect of making a very 
beautiful street. 


Mayor Griffin again informed Mr. 
Beyer of the real purpose of the or- 
dinance, after which he said that if 
the purpose of the ordinance was as 
stated by the Mayor that he really 
Lad no objection to it, but his argu- 
ment was based on the fact that the 
ordinance was to take effect over the 
entire city. 

Mr. Harold Sugarman said that, as 
President of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, it was his duty to sneak for the 
merchants in general. He said that 
he could see no harm in permitting 
show cases to remain on the street 
and said that if they were removed 
it would work to the detriment of 
the small storekeeper. He said from 
what he heard Mayor Griffin say as 
to the purpose of the ordinance he 
felt that it would not affect the busi- 
ness man. 

Mayor Griffin. said that while it 
was the purpose primarily to atfect 
conditions complained of, yet its pro- 
visions would, in the course of time, 
be applied to all encroachments and 
especially those on first strect where 
the street is so narrow. 

The hearing then closed.

To the Honorable the Board of Com- 

missioners of the City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen—The Director of the 
Department of Public Safety submit- 
ted to me the petition of Thomas 
Mickens, a member of the Fire De- 
partment, who has petitioned for re- 
tirement on pension on the ground of 
incapacity for the performance of 
duty as a fireman. 


Chapter 257 of the Laws of 1913 
provides that if any officer or man 
permanently employed in the Fire 
Department, whose duty requires 
active service’ in the extinguishment 
of fires, shall have become incapaci- 
tated, either mentally or physically, 
for the performance of duty, when- 
ever such incapacity is or shall be 
the result of injury received or sick- 
ness contracted while on duty, either 
in the performance or attempted per- 
formance of any duty connected with 
employment in such department, or in 
the performance or~ attempted | per- 
formance of any extra or special duty 
upon which such officer or man may 
be detailed, he shall be retired by 
the Board having charge of such fire 
department, and shall thereupon be 
entitled to receive and shall receive 
annually from the pension fund in 
said act above referred to an amount 
equal to one-half of the salary re- 
ceived by him at the time of his re- 
tirement. 


The aforesaid act further ‘provides 
that in all such applications the offi- 
cer or member applying for retire- 
ment shall furnish to the Board hav- 
ing charge of such fire department a 
eertificate signed by three practicing 


physicians of the municipality in 
which said fire department is located, 
one of whom shall be selected by the 
applicant, one by the Board having 
charge and control of such fire de- 
partment, and the third by the Board 
ef Trustees of the pension fund of 
such fire department, stating that, in 
their opinion, said applicant is in- 
capacitated, either mentally or phys- 
ically, as the fact may be, for the per- 
formance of his duty in such depart- 
ment, and which certificate shall fur- 
ther state how such incapacitation 
was brought about. 

It is further provided in said act 
that said certificate, when signed as 
above, and containing information 
above required, shall be conclusive 
proof to said Board of the incapaci- 
tation .of such applicant. 

As I stated in my letter, to your 
Honorable Body of April 2, 1917, with 
reference to the petition of Bernard 
Hagen, I consider that there is much 
doubt as to the validity of Chapter 
65 of the Laws of 1905, of which 
Chapter 257 of the Laws of 1913 is 
an amendment. The aforesaid act 
- of 1905 provides that in all munici- 
palities of this State, - other than 
cities of the first class, having a 
paid fire department, it shall be 
lawful for the memberg of such 
Department to associate themselves 
together, as a body corporate, for the 
purpose of providing and maintaining 
a fund to pension firemen, their wid- 
ows, dependent parents and children. 
The act provides a means of creating 
a pension fund to be controlled by 
five trustees selected from the mem- 
bership of the Fire Department, and 
provides also the obtaining of moneys 
therefor through a taxation of fire 
insurance companies, assessments on 
firemen’s salaries, theatre licenses 
fees, etc., etc, (See Section 10 of said 
act.) 

I advise you that to warrant the 
retirement of the applicant by your 
Honorable Body, three physicians, ap- 
pointed as aforesaid, will have to cer- 
tify to you: 


1. That the applicant has become 
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incapacitated, either mentally or phy- 
sically, for the performance of active 
service in the extinguishing of fires. 


2. As to the particular nature of 
the injury or sickness -which inca- 
pacitates the applicant, and as to 
how such incapacitation was brought 
about. 


3. That such incapacity ig the re- 
sult of injury received ‘or. sickness 
contracted while on duty, either in 
the performance or attempted per- 
formance of any duty connected with 
the employment in such department, 
or, in the performance or attemped 
performance of any extra or special 
duty upon which the applicant may 
have been detailed. 

4. That the applicant’s incapacita- 
tion is permanent and unfits him for 
service ag a fireman. 

5. That the injury resulting in such 
incapacitation does not antedate’ the 
time when the applicant entered the 
service of the Fire Department. 


Upon said three physicians fil- 
ing such certificate concurred in

thereof, to grant the aforesaid pe- 
tition of said applicant for retire- 
ment.

The box sewer in Grand street, be- 
tween Fifth and Sixth streets and 
across the intersection of Fifth and 
Sixth streets was rebuilt by the sewer, 
repair and utility men of this de- 
partment. This improvement  con- 
sisted of putting in all new stanchions 
and rebuilding the sides of the Sewer 
where necessary and putting in a 
whole new top. This was all done 
with long-leaf yellow pine lumber 
soaked with creosote oil, thereby pre- 
serving the same from decay and 
making an improvement which will be 
good for at least thirty years. 

There were five hundred feet of 
sewer rebuilt, six manholes were re- 
built and seven new manholes were 
built into the sewer and about one 
hundred and geventy-five cubic yards 
of mud were removed. 


The total cost of this improvement 
was $1,007.64. 


The box sewer in Clinton street, be- 
tween Newark and First streets, was 
also rebuilt by the sewer, repair and 
utility men. 

This improvement consisted of put- 
ting in all new stanchions and re- 
building the sides of the sewer and 
putting on a whole new top. The 
capacity of this sewer was increased 
by making it about two feet higher. 


- There were two hundred and ninety 
feet of sewer rebuil and five new 
manholes were built into the sewer 
and about ninety cubic yards of mud 
removed, 
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The total cost of this 
ment was $654.16,

Five laborers, $1,000.00 per annum. 

These men make all repairs, put in 
new taps and do all necessary work 
connected with this Department, as- 
sisted at times in the laying of new 
mains and repairing bad breaks by 
the utility men of the Street Depart- 
ment. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


Since the date of my last report the 
new lighting system of the city has 
been practically installed. This con- 
sists of a white way in the lower 
Ferry section of the city, to Wash- 
ington Street; Washington _ street, 
from Ferry to Fourteenth streets; 
First street, from River street to the 
westerly boundary line and Four- 
teenth street from the easterly boun- 
dary line to Willow avenue. 


There are at present 127 (1,000) 
candle power, and 820 (400) candle 
power of the most modern type C Ni- 
trogen lamps. These give to the city 
a lighting system second to none in 
the State. 

The old wooden poles have been re- 
moved from Washington street and 
new conduits have been laid on River 
street from Hudson place to Fourth 
street, and in Fourth street from 
River to Washington streets. 


A conference was held between the 
Mayor, Mr. Ladue, of the Public 
Service Company, and mySelf, rela- 
tive to the laying of new conduits in 
First street. Mr. Ladue was im- 
pressed with the justice of our claim 
and agreed to lay the matter before 
his company, and ask for favorable 
consideration aS soon as possible.

There are six utility men at a sal- 
ary of $18 per week. These men are 
used for all work assigned them and 
for flushing gtreets. During hot 
weather there are six extra men 
hired for fluShing streets. 

During the winter months all these 
men are employed in cleaning cross- 
walks, driving carts and removing 


snow. 


There are at present fourteen 
horses in the Department. I have use 
for three more horses, which I ex- 
pect to receive soon from the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. 


This Department has at present 
fourteen carts, two hose carts, two 
Sweepers, one combination sweeper 
and sprinkler, two snowplows, forty- 
five can carriers, two repair wagons 
for repair gang, one wagon for Water 
Department and one light wagon for 
foreman of streets. Of the above 
there were purchased the past year 
the combination Sweeper, snowplow 
and two hose carts.

1. I regret that I am compelled to 
call your attention to the conditions 
prevailing in the vicinity of the U. 8S. 
Army Piers in Hoboken., There are 
many places’. selling intoxicating 
liquor, some of which keep open all, 
or most of, the night, where many 
Persons congregate, and ‘create dis- 
turbance by their objectionable and 
boisterous conduct. I hope that you 
can persuade all the people who con- 
duct places selling intoxicating liquors 
_in the four blocks bounded by Fourth, 
River, Newark and Hudson streets, 
to close their places at 10 p. m. sharp, 

and keep them closed for the rest of 
the night. I should greatly dislike to 
be forced to ask the authorities in 
Washington to apply the provisions of 
the Federal law, which would close 
entirely all such places in the vicin- 
ity of the piers, which is a military 
station, owing to the location there 
of a military guard.

2. In my letter of the 3d instant,

posite side. Such could be very prop- 
erly claimed to be discrimination, and

8. To avoid any misunderstanding, 
therefore, and to prevent any feeling 
that discrimination is being made, 
it ig recommended that the notice to 
close at 10 o’clock be applied to all 
places where intoxicating liquors are 
sold within half a mile south, west 
and north of the Hoboken piers, 
where United States troops are now 
stationed,

urday night, July 7th, 1917, a con- 
siderable disturbance took place in 
the “Summer Garden,’’ 310 River 
street, Hoboken, N. J., between the 
proprietors and certain sailors. The 
disturbance was finally settled by the 
police. 

It is reported further that saloons 
were open on River street on Sunday 
until late at night, and that there is 
continuous noise and confusion along 
the waterfront at night throughout 
the week. 


It is earnestly requested that the 
necessary steps be taken to make the 
district in the vicinity of the Ham- 
burg-American and North German 
Lloyd piers quiet and orderly, and 
that the proprietors of saloons be 
required to strictly observe the 10 
o’clock p. m, closing instructions.

Mayor Griffin, addressing the sa- 
loonkepers who were requested to be 
present, stated that in compliance 
with the first letter received from 
the War Department that the sa- 
loons in the four blocks bounded by 
Fourth, River, Newark and Hudson 
streets, be closed at 10 o’clock p. m., 
and remain closed for the rest of the 
night, you were invited to be here to- 
day, but a subsequent letter came ad- 
vising that the area would be extend- 
ed to a half-mile in each direction 
from the piers. I have taken the 
matter up with Corporation Attorney 
Fallon and he advises that there is a 
question whether they have the au- 
thority they claim they have. I have 
-also taken the matter up with the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association and the 
Commissioners and we have deter- 
mined that the business should be 
regulated to some extent, consequent- 
ly we have decided on closing at 12 
o’clock midnight and remaining 
closed until 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and this to be rigidly enforced. 
We expect the co-operation of the 
liquor interests in carrying this out. 

In the near future, the War De- 
partment will pass through here in 
the neighborhood of 100,000 men 
who will be shipped from the pier 
and naturally where there are so 
many men on the streets they will 
naturally frequent the saloons, be- 
come intoxicated and bloodshed is 
liable to follow, therefore, in order to 
preserve order and enable the police 
to keep these kind of people4“n sub- 
jection it is necessary that there be 
some regulation. It was at first 
thought to close the saloons in the 
area first mentioned at 10 o’clock, 
but we think it unfair to enforce a 
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10 o’clock closing in one section and 
not in another, and for that reason 
we have decided to close all the sa- 
loons at the same hour. If the liquor 
interests will assist the authorities in 
carrying this order out with a strict 
closing on Sunday, everything will 
turn out all right. Conditions, of 
course,. will not be the same as they 
were, but in times of war, we all 
must be prepared to make some sac- 
rifice. . 

The Mayor then asked if anyone 
present desired to be heard, where- 
upon Mr. Chris Bobbe thanked the 
Board for extending the time of clos- 
ing, after which the hearing closed.

Gentlemen—Pursuant to the in- 
structions givem us at the Council 
meeting held_this morning, the un- 
dersigned have held a conference 
with the Contractors for the con- 
structions of the Seventh, Hleventh 
and Wifteenth Street Sewerage Sys- 
tems in Hoboken, in order to deter- 
mine upon a proper apportionment 
between the City: and the Contract- 
ors of the expemse occasioned by the 
recent washout at Washington and 
Fourth Streets in Hoboken. 

Briefly stated the conditions lead- 
ing to the damage sustained were as 
follows: 

The new trunk sewer now under 
comstruction crosses Washington 
Street, on Fourth Street, at a very 
considerable distance below the sur- 
face of the street. Approximately 
in the line of the new sewer and at 
a depth of four to five feet below 
the surface were located a 16-inch 
water main, a gas main and other 
pipes and conduits of smaller dimen- 
sions. Other pipes crossed the trench 
at right angles a short distance be- 
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oe e ee ere e ee eee soe 


low the street level. A double track 
trolley line also crossed the line of 
the sewer on Washington Street, and 
catch ‘basins to conduct street water 
into the Washingtom Street sewer 
were located at street corners. There 
was also a large and heavy concrete 
manhole for electric conduit cunnec- 
tions near the east line of Washing- 
ton Street. 


The Washimgton Street sewer is 
an old brick sewer built many years 
ago, the lower portion of the sewer 
apparently laid without mortar in 
the joints between the bricks. 

When the contractors approached 
Washington street, working eastward 
from the river, it was decided, by di- 
rection of the Commissioner of 
Streets and Public Improvements,, 
that public interests would best be 
served if the sewer were built across 
Washington street, in tunnel rather 
than by the open trench method of 
constructions, the tunnel method mak- 
it unnecessary to interfere with traf- 
fic on Washington street, while un- 
der the open trench method there 


would be a_ considerable incon- 
venience to north and _ southbound 
vehicles. The contractor, therefore, 


proceeded to construct a tunnel un- 
der Washington street, sufficiently 
large, and at the proper elevation, to 
accommodate the construction of the 
new sewer. The tunnel wags heavily 
timbered and built in the most ap- 
proved manner, and the whole method 
of construction was in - accordance 
with prevalent and accepted practice 
under such conditions, 

Just before the accident occurred 
the invert and side walls of the sewer 
had been laid through the tunnel, 
and the roof of the sewer was partly 
in place. On the afternoon of June 
14th, a very heavy rain storm passed 
over the city, and many of the city 
sewers were gorged with the unusual- 
ly large amount of run off from this 
storm. Where the sewer crossed 
Fourth street, in Washington street, 
the unusual water pressure from 
within, in connection with the leak- 
age from the sewer in the surround- 
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ing ground over the tunnel, caused a 
softening of the earth under and 
around the sewer and under and 
around the water mains and electric 
manhole above described, the result 
of these various conditions con- 
spiring to cause the settlement of 
the 16-inch water main sufficiently 
to break it. The water from this 
main, then, under city pressure, blew 
up the surrounding ground and wash- 
ed it over the roof of the tunnel, and 
down into the open trench where the 
sewer was under construction just 
west of Washington street. It was 
some time before the water could be 


cut off and a very large amount. of 


dirt was washed away and into the 
trench, causing the ground beneath 
the pavement and the street car 
tracks to give way, and finally re- 
sulting in the caving in of the whole 
gtreet and pavement across Wash- 
ington street, for a width of about 
25 feet. At the same time the cav- 
ing in of the soil broke the gas pipe 
and the eScaping gas was ignited by 
sparks from the broken electric 
cables. 


After the fire had been extinguished 
the contractor made preparations to 
restore traffic, building bridges acrose¢ 
the opening and securing the work in 
every way against further damage, 

An inspection made after the debris 
had been partly cleared away showed 
that no damage had been done to the 
timbering of the tunnel or to the new 
concrete sewer. The latter, however, 
had been washed nearly full of dirt 
for a considerable distance toward the 
river. 

The total cost of temporarily tak- 
ing care of traffic and putting the 
street ‘back to its original paved con- 
dition, will amount to between $5,000 
and $6,000; the actual cost cannot be 
determined until the work ig all done. 

The contractors express the view 
that they should not be held respon- 
sible for the expense occasioned by 
this wash out, because the damage 
was caused primarily by the burst- 
ing of the city sewer, and by the fact 
that the work was done in tunnel at 


the request of the city, and that they, 
therefore, were powerless to have 
guarded against the occurrence of the 
accident without tearing up the city 
street, which would have nullified any 
advantages that might have accrued 
to the city from the tunneling pro- 
gram. On the other hand in our view 
it would appear that the city is en- 
titled to a substantial measure of pro- 
tection against the occurrence of 
such accidents and that the contrac- 
tor should assume, as a matter of 
fairness, some of the expense occa- 
sioned by the damage in this case. 
After a full discussion of the whole 
subject a mutual agreement was 
reached, in order to avoid further ex- 
pense and delays, under which the 
contractors agree to repair the dam- 
age and put the street surface back 
in its original paved condition, the 
city to pay the contractors for the 
provisions of the temporary bridges 
to maintain traffic, and for certain 


Other items properly chargeable to the 


city, the sum of $3,600 and that all 
additional expense beyond this sum, 
required to complete the repair work 
satisfactorily to the engineers, should 
be done by the contractor at his 
own cost. 

In conclusion it is our opinion that 
the contractor in carrying out his 
operations at the point in question 
took all customary precautions to 
safeguard the work, and the city, and 
that the accident was not a result 
of carelessness, indifference or inat- 
tention on his part.

“The widow of every member of 
such police in any municipality of 
this State in which the act to which 
this is a supplement is applicable 
where such member shall have paid 
or shall hereafter pay into the fund 
provided for the act to which this 
amendment is a supplement the full 
amount of amnual assessments or con- 
tributions, who shall have died or 
shall hereafter die from causes other 
than injuries received in the per- 
formance of duty, and who shall have 
served at the time of his death nine 
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years as a member of such police 
force, shall so long as she remains 
unmarried, receive a pension equiva- 
lent to one-half of the pay of her 
deceased husband; and in case there 
be no. widow or said widow shall re- 
marry, and there be minor children 
under the age of sixteen years, their 
maintenance and support shall be 
provided for by the division among 
such minor children of ‘said pension 
in equal shares under the supervision 
of the police pension commission pro- 
vided for in the act of which this is a 
supplement. He said further, that if 
such member ‘shall leave neither 
widow nor children him surviving, 
then the parent or parents of such 
member, if dependent on him. for 
support, shall receive from such pen- 
sion fund a sum equal to one-half of 
the salary received by such member. 
If such dependent parent shall re- 
marry after such member’s death, he 
or she shall cease to be entitled to a 
pension thereafter. 


He further stated that assuming 
the validity of the above quoted act, 
he advised the Board of Commis- 
sioners under the provisions thereof, 
said petitioners, Mrs. Ellen 1.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1916-1917: 


To the Honorable the Board of City 

Commissioners. 

I have the honor to report to you 
that there has been a very consid- 
able increase in the activity and util- 
ity in every branch of the work of 
my department during the pasi 
twelve months. The work .accom- 
plished during the first year of my 
term of office has served as an excel- 
lent foundation for the work that has 
Since been done and for the work 
that is at present undergoing com- 
pletion. 


For your convenience I have di- 
vided the work of the department, as 
follows: 


PARKS. 


Elysian Park. The improvements 
which have been earried out in 
Elysian Park, at Tenth and Eleventh 
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and Hudson streets, are so noticeable 
that it will not be necessary to de- 
tail them at this time. The appear- 
ance of the park is in itself sufficient 
indication of the amount of work that 
has been expended on it. Mention 
may be made, however, of the pur- 
chase of a grass cutter, which has 
appreciably reduced the amount of 
manual labor hitherto incidental to 
the upkeep of the park. This ma- 
chine accomplishes in half a day as 
much as three men could formerly 
do in two days. Another purchase 
was that of twenty-eight wrought 
iron cans, which are much better than 
the old type. ‘They have reduced the 
wastage on this item very consider- 
able. It was formerly necessary to 
purchase from two to three dozen of 
the other type each year. 


Church Square Park. Owing to 
the many schools in this vicinity I 
found it necessary to fence in every 
grass plot in this park. Thig has re- 
sulted in a big improvement in .the 
appearance of the park as a whole. 
I also planted a pivot hedge through- 
out the entire park. ‘This will also 
greatly add to the appearance of the 


‘park, 


When I first assumed the responsi- 
bility of caring for the public parks 
of the city I found that the ground 
was very poorly nourished and that 
its fertility had, in consequence: of 
this, been decreased. Therefore I 
began q systematic fertilizing of the 
groung and this was continued in all 
of the parks during the year now 
under review. The splendid grass 
plots in all of the parks are the best 
evidence of the manner in which the 


soil has responded to this treatment. 


At the present time I have plans 
being drawn for alterations in the 
comfort stations in both Elysian Park 
and Church Square Park, in acocrd- 
ance with which private rooms will 
be constructed, where mothers’ will 
have every facility for nursing their 
babies and taking care of their chil- 
dren generally. 


In regard to this matter I am of 


the opinion that the time has come 
when the Board of City Commission- 
ers will have to get into line with 
other cities where conveniences are 
provided for Women ang children in 
the public parks. It is my intention 
to present to your Honorable Body 
at an early date my complete plans 
for the remedying of the present con- 
dition of affairs, and I am confident 
that you will not hesitate to afford 
Me all the assistance I require. 


Hoboken is one of the most densely 
populated square miles in the United 
States, and it is fitting that the city 
authorities should provide for the 
women and the children, on whom 
depends the welfare of the next gen- 
eration of Americans, should have 
afforded to them avery convenience 
and comfort that it is in our power 
to give. 


A vast amount of work is attached 
to Hudson Square Park and _ the 
Eleventh street grass plots, owing to 
the construction of the new sewer 


system. The men of my department - 
are at this time engaged on_ this - 


work. 


In this connection I wish again to 
draw your attention to the condition 
of Hudson Square Park, a condition 
which cannot be remedied until a 
decision is taken on the question of 
the location of the pruposed new in- 
lang bath. I take it for granted that 
it is the intention of the: Board of 
City Commissioners to proceed, at 
the earliest possible date, with the 
construction of an inland bath, and 
therefore make mention only of the 
question of its location. ‘ 


Your Honorable Body cannot be 
unaware of the intense suffering en- 
dured by the children of the city dur- 
ing the recent torrid spell. A great 
deal of this suffering was due to the 
fact that there is at the present time 
“no public bath of a. kind that. _ will 
serve to relieve the needs of the peo- 
‘ple of the city. Until this deplorable 
state of affairs is remedieq it will be 
impossible to avoid this suffering 
during every hot spell. 


In my report to your Honorable 
Body a year ago I requested that 
you would take up this question of 
the construction of an inland bath. 
At that time the hands of the City 
Commissioners were tied by the anti- 
quated law under which we_ were 
obliged to work. With the Home 
Rule act now on the statute books it 
becomes an easy matter to proceed 
with the plang for the bath in such 
manner as to make it available by 
next summer. May I respectfully 
suggest to your Honorable Body the 
necessity of taking this matter into 
consideration immediately? 

Until this question is settled it will 
be impossible to proceed with the im- 
provement of Hudson Square Park. 
This is one of the most important 
parks in the city and can be made 
one of the most beautiful. It is im- 
portant owing to the fact that it 
forms one of the chief entrances into 
our city, and it can be made the most 
beautiful owing to its splendid loca- 
tion, directly overlooking the Hud- 
son River. 


During last year I decided to dis- 
continue the musical recitals in the 
parks owing to the prevalence of the 
epidemic of infantile paralysis. 


During the past year the problems 
incidental to.the preservation of the 
trees of the city have been solved, 
and We are now in a position to say 
that the decay and loss of tree life 
has been arrested. During the year 
thirty-four dead trees were removed 
and 111 new trees planted. We con- 
tinued the pruning and spraying of 
the trees throughout the city and 
waged a successful war upon the 
caterpillars and other insect pests 
that had been ruining the trees for 
many years past. This was extended 
to trees owned by private citizens 
in back and front yards at the re- 
quest of the owners.. 


All trees planted outside of the 
city parks were planted at the vre-- 
quest of private citizens. 

We have also 
contest in 


instituted a gardeh 
connection with which 
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cash prizes are offered by the Hud- 
son Observer to those owners of gar- 
dens who show the best cultural re- 
sults. This contest is being con- 
ducted in order to determine the pro- 
ductivity of the soil, and will provide 
some valuable comparisons later on 
which coulq not have been secured 
otherwise. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 


One of the most important activi- 
ties of this department has been the 
establishment and the upkeep of pub- 
lic playgrounds. We have at present 
five playgrounds, and a sixth, located 
at Newark and Park avenue, will 
shortly be opened. The total attend- 
ance at all.of the playgrounds for 
the past year amounted to 238,918. 


The fact that close on a quarter cf 


a million children passed into the 
playgrounds of the city in twelve 
months speaks for itself. Until the 


advent of Commission Government 
there were no public playgrounds in 
Hoboken, and the children were 
forced to amuse themselves on the 
streets, where they were at all times 
liable to loss of life or limb owing to 
the passing of vehicular traffic, 


I wish to express my thanks to 
your Honorable Body for the asisst- 
ance rendered to me during the past 
year in providing these playgrounds 
for the children of the city. It has 
entailed a great deal of hard and per- 
sistent work on my department, but 
I consider that all of it is work that 
is of the best possible constructive 
nature. 

In providing playgrounds for the 
children We are building up the na- 
tion in the most practical manner. In 
providing the children of the city 
with fresh air, sunshine and exercise 
we are doing more towards the wel- 
fare of the city than can possibly be 
done in any other way or by any 
other means. 

Appended hereto is the annual re- 
port of the Superintendent of Play- 
grounds, Julius Durstewitz, who is 
deserving of .every credit for the 
work he hag accomplished during the 
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past two years. 


FIREHOUSKES. 


General alterations were made in 
all of the firehouses in the city. The 
appended report from Architect John 
J. Fagan, prepared at my request, 
details what has been done in this 
connection, 


Many purchases were made for the 
City Hall during the past year and 
plans have been drawn for re- 
decoration and general improvements 
throughout the entire building. Im- 
provements were also carried out in 
the ambulance house and other city 
buildings. . 

CHLEBRATIONS. 


This department took charge cf 
the White Way Week, a celebration 
which proved to be one of the great- 
est ever held in the city; the Fourth 
of July celebration, and various other 
festivals helq during the year.

German Lloyd and Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Steamship Company piers, amd 
is now maintaining and operating the 
same, and for the purpose of facili- 
tating the movement of freight to.

tracks at 4th St. to accompany peti-

Sioners, City of Hoboken,” said per- 
mission to be upon the following con- 


ditions: 


1. That'the Hoboken Land and Im- 
provement Company shall consent in 
writing to the cutting off of such 
portion of the’ southerly corner of 
Hudson Square Park at the foot of 
Fourth ‘street as indicated by the 
aforesaid map; also the removal and 
vacation of the sidewalk om _ the 
northerly side of Fourth street, east 
of River street, and om the easterly 
side of said park north of Fourth 
street, and about four feet of the 
sidewalk on north side of Fourth, 
between Hudson and River streets, 
the said consent to be filed im the 
office of the City Clerk on or before 
October 8, 1917.

Gentlemen — I have investigated 
the complaint of John R. Reardon, 
of 715 Bloomfield Street, regarding 
certain gates entering the lower 
platform of the Public Service Rail- 
way Terminal at Hudson Place, 
which Mr. Reardon alleged was not 
open to patrons on the evening of 
September 18, last. 


When the matter was referred to 
me I communicated at once with the 
Public Service Railway Company and 
with the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners. The Inspector of the 
Board of Public Utility Commission- 
ers called to see me a few days ago 
and informed. me that his investiga- 
tion of the matter disciosed that on 
the date in question, one of the em- 
ployes of the railway company who 
should have operated one of the 
gates in question, failed to report for 
work without having notified the 
Company thereof. Said inspector also 
informed me that he observed that 
the railway company has provided 
two gates for the accommodation of 
patrons and, in his opinion, based 
upon actual observation and record 
” of the number of patrons making use 
of said gates, he is convinced that 
said two gates afford ample accom- 
modation to the patrons of the road. 


I am in receipt of a letter from 
the Secretary of the Public Service

Gentlemen—On December 27, 1916, 
there was presented to your Honor- 
able Body, a petition of Anne Mal- 
ley, petitioning you to grant her a 
pension in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 72 of the Session 
Laws of New Jersey for the year 
1911, as the widow of John Malley, a 


former member of the Police Depart- 
ment. 


The petitioner set forth in said pe- 
tition that John Malley was duly ap- 
pointed a member of the Police 
Force of the City of Hoboken on 
May 22, 1894, and served as such 
Patrolman in the Hoboken Police 
Department until the date of his 
death, November 28, 1916; also that 
said John Malley was in good health 
until January 18, 1915, while in the 
performance oc his duties he met 
with an accident, and again on June 
17, 1916, while making an arrest in 
the performance of his duties he fell 
and met with another accident which 
resulted in his death on November 
28, 1916. The aforesaid petition was 
referred to the Committee of the 
Whole in conjunction with the Cor- 
poration - Attorney. 


On January 10, 1917, I communi- 
cated with John J. Walsh, attorney 
for said petitioner, requesting that 
he submit to me a statement in writ-

under date of October 29, 1917, and 
received a reply from said attorney 
under date of October 30, 1917, to 
the effect that he received a letter 
several months ago from a repre- 
sentative of Mrs. Malley in New York, 
requesting him not to proceed fur- 
ther with the application, and that 
under the circumstances he consid- 
ered that he no longer represented 
Mrs. Malley in the matter. 


I am returning to you enclosed

Gentlemen—tThe contractor for the 
construction of the Seventh, Eley- 
enth and Fifteenth Street sewerage 
systems in Hoboken, has notified Mr. 
J. O. Whittemore, your engineer in 
charge of construction, and Mr. 
James H. Fuertes, your consulting 
engineer, that it is impossible for 
them to obtain the necessary amount 
of 12” timber to complete the con- 
struction of the Seventh, Eleventh 
and Fifteenth Street sewerage sys- 
tems, because of the fact that the 
United States Government has seized 
practically all of the large mills mak- 
ing 12” timber. Your engineer in 
charge of construction and your con- 
sulting engineer have investigated 
these statements and have found it 
impossible to secure 12” timber. 


The. contractor for the construc- 
tion of the sewerage systems states 
that it is possible at the present 
time to secure 10” timber in suffi- 
cient quantities to complete the 
works and has stated that if it is not 
possible to use the 10” timber they 
will be obligéd to shut down the 
work of construction of the Seventh, 
Eleventh and Fifteenth Street sys- 
.tems, until such time as 12” timber 
may again be obtained. 

After giving the matter careful 
consideration your engineer in 
charge and your consulting engineer 
submit herewith a plan marked sheet 
No. 47, dated November 14, 1917, 
which is a slight variation from the 
original drawings, by which 10” tim- 
ber may be used without materially 
affecting ‘the cost of the work one 
way or the other. 

In view of the above conditions 
and circumstances and the fact that 
‘the work affected is all done at unit 
prices we, therefore, recommend 
that the changes shown on Sheet No. 
47 be duly approved by resolution.

WHEREAS, the citizens of the 
City of Hoboken who are entitled, 
under the provisions of the afore- 
said contract, to be provided by said | 
company with a good and sufficient 
supply of pure and wholesome water 
for all purposes, have been deprived 
thereof, and as a result have been 
subjected to great and unnecessary 
inconvenience and considerable de- 
privation and suffering; and 


WHEREAS, it is manifest to the 
Board of Commissioners of the City 
of Hoboken that said company has 
grievously defaulted in its aforesaid 
contract; and 


WHEREAS, it is of the utmost im- 
portance that the people of the City 
of Hoboken be afforded, at all times, 
a good and sufficient supply of pure 
and wholesome water for all pur- 
poses, as contemplated by said con- 
tract; and 


WHEREAS, it appears to said 
Board that said company has di- 
verted from its reservoirs, to other 
sources, pure and wholesome water 
which, if furnished to the City of 
Hoboken, would have enabled said 
company to fully: comply with the 
aforesaid requirement of said con- 
tract; and 


WHEREAS, inasmuch as _ said 
contract was entered into more than 
twenty years ago, said company 
should reasonably have foreseen and 
provided for the increased popula- 
tion in the City of Hoboken, and the 
various municipalities and consumers 
which it has been dealing with, in 
order that it might not default in 


its aforesaid contract with the City 
of Hoboken; therefore 


RESOLVED, that the Hackensack 


Water Company be cited to appear 
before the Board of Commissioners 
of the City of Hoboken at an ada- 
journed meeting of said Board to be 
held, Friday, January 11th, 1918, at 
10 o’clock in the forenoon, to show 
cause, if it may, why it has flagrant- 
ly violated the aforesaid require- 
ment of said contract in furnishing

of the City of Hoboken, should not 
determine that said: company is in 
grievous default in the performance

HEARING ON HACKENSACK 

WATERCOMPANY’SFAILURE 

TO FURNISH AND PROVIDE 

A GOOD AND SUFFICIENT 

SUPPLY OF . PURE | AND 

WHOLESOME WATER FOR 

ALL PURPOSES IN THE CITY 

OF HOBOKEN. 

His Honor, Mayor Griffin, an- 
nounced that the Board of Com- 
missioners were ready to proceed 
with the Hearing and the Clerk was 
directed to read the resolution adopt- 
ed January 9th, and the citation as 
served upon the Hackensack Water 
Co. 


After the reading of the aforesaid 
resolution and citation, His Honor, 


Mayor Griffin, stated first of all it 
has been impossible to secure water 
in certain sections of the City for 
some time past. All we get are prom- 
ises from the Hackensack Water Co., 
which are never fulfilled. There is 
no reason why Hoboken should not 
get sufficient water to supply its de- 
mands. We have asked the Hack- 
ensack Water Co., to publish a state- 
ment, but instead they merely ad- 
vertise in the paper that they will 
turn the pressure on for certain 
hours during the day. 


Mr. Robert W. De Forrest, Presi- 
dent of the Hackensack Water Co., 
was then called and stated that their 
General Superintendent, Mr. French, 
who is in charge of the operation of 
the Company, is ill and unfortunate- 
ly confined to his home and, under 
the circumstances, when I received 
copy of the resolution and notice to 
appear here this morning, I deter- 
mined I would come and make a 
statement. 


Commissioner Londrigan asked 
Mr. De Forrest when Mr, French left 
Buffalo. 


Mr. De Forrest replied that he 
knew nothing about that, but did 
know that Mr. French was on the 
job and doing everything possible to 
satisfy everybody. 

Commissioner Londrigan stated 
that he had called the office by tele- 
phone a few days ago and was told 
Mr. 
he should have been on the job here. 


Mr. De Forrest replied that he 
thought this was untrue. 


Commissioner Londrigan stated, 
“T am telling you what I was told.” 


Mayor Griffin stated that he had 
been calling the Company over the 
wire every day and it was his gen- 
eral opinion that there was no rea- 
son for the shortage of water. The 
Company’s officials had not been 
able to furnish a satisfactory ex- 
planation and the only thing we have 
received is advertisements in the 
newspapers telling the people to save 
the water they have not been able 
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French was in Buffalo, when. 


to get. 


Mr. De Forrest stated that in order 
to be perfectly accurate and certain 
what to say he dictated a statement 
yesterday, which he should be glad 
to read with the permission of the 
Board. 


Mayor Griffin requested that he 
proceed. 


Mr. De Forrest, in reading his 
statement, went on to say: ‘‘We wel- 
come the’ opportunity of explaining 
to the Board of Commissioners the 
present water situation in Hoboken. 
We think the Board was. perfectly 
justified in requesting the officials of 
the Water Company to appear before 
them and explain the situation. We 
believe the explanation should be 
perfectly satisfactory. Hoboken has 
been supplied with water by the 
Hackensack Water Co, since 1882. 
This is the first time during this 
long period that Hoboken ever ex- 
perienced any shortage of water. The 
causes of that shortage have been en- 
tirely beyond the control of the Com- 
pany and unpreventable by it. They 
chiefly fall within what the law has 
defined as ‘Acts of God and of the 
public enemies,’ and are causes to° 
which any water supply—State, mu- 
nicipal or corporate—is necessarily 
subject. The primary cause is the 
unprecedented duration of zero 
weather, coupled with the unpre- 
cedented scarcity of fuel, and the 
following waste of water by con- 
sumers, partly involuntary, because 
much of it was. caused by frozen 
plumbing; partly voluntary because 
consumers have let their water run 
almost constantly, in many Cases 
probably to prevent their plumbing 
from freezing. 


“The concurrent cause was the 
serious fire in Hoboken on January 
4th in the midst of the recent ex- 
tremely cold weather, which in- 
volved an unexpected loss of about 
10,000,000 gallons of water.” 


Mr. De Forrest went on to say 
that undoubtedly what interests the 


public most and the point to which 
we should turn our attention is the 
future—speedy restoration of normal 
water supply. That time is chiefly 
within the control of the consumer, 
notably in Hoboken, where a part of 
the supply is unmetered. Consumers 
should repair leaks and stop all 
waste of water. He also drew the 
attention of the Board to the serious 
menace to Hoboken’s water supply 
was the Shortage of coal at the 
pumping stations. He denied that the 


Hackensack Water Co. was supply- > 


ing water to new customers outside 
of its own district. He again re- 
quested that all consumers’ of the 
City of Hoboken stop waste; to 
promptly repair all leaks and to im- 
mediately cease any unnecessary use 
of water. 


Mayor Griffin inquired as to how 
many gallons of water is it possible 
for the Company’s reservoirs to pipe 
to the various reservoirs at one time. 
I am given to. understand it is 29,- 
600,000. 


By Mr. Talbot—We can pour a 
great deal more water out of our 
reservoirs on the Hill than we can at 
New Milford. 


By Mr. De Forrest—We are ca- 
pable of putting into our Hudson 
County reservoirs, from which Ho- 
boken is supplied, avout 34,000,000 
“gallons. 


By Mayor Griffin—We must see 
that Hoboken is adequately supplied 
at all times, if necessary, to the ex- 
tent of ten or fifteen million gallons 
per day. It is not so long ago since 
Hoboken spent $100,000 to put in 
new water mains on the guarantee 
from your Company that you would 
give us better water, which you have 
never done. To-day I am informed 
there is only a pressure of eight 
pounds at Fire Headquarters. Mr. 
French informed me the other day 
you have a storage of ten billion gal- 
lons at New Milford. 


By Mr. De Forrest—All that water 
has to be pumped to get it into Ho- 
boken. We are pumping over 34,- 


000,000 gallons per day. This is 
5,000,000 gallons over the normal de- 
mand. At the time of that severe 
weather the demand ran up to over 
40,000,000 gallons per day and, of 
course, that pulled our reservoirs 
down in spite of all we could put 
into them by pumping, and during 
the fire period the City ran from 
seven million to over nine million 
gallons per day. 

By Mayor Griffin—We want water 
and must have it at once. 

By Mr. De Forrest—I agree with 
you that we all want water, but you 
don’t want the water to run out of 
the reservoirs and have them de- 
pleted ? 

By Mayor Griffin—I appreciate 
this well enough, but we must have 
water. It seems to me the Hacken- 
sack Water Co. has not sufficient 
piping in various reservoirs to handle 
the consumption of water. 


Commissioner Londrigan asked 
Mr. De Forrest, ‘How do you ac- 
count for the statement to Mr. Bach 
and myself that the shortage of 
water in this city was not occasioned 
through any fault of the Hackensack 
Water Co. or through any loss of 
supply, or through any reason of 
their’s?”’ 

‘We have investigated conditions 
in Hoboken and our mains were 
never in better condition.” 


“I would like to ask through you, 
Mr. Mayor, who is going to pay the 
taxpayers of the City for the neglect 
of the Hackensack Water Co? We 
have examined the mains and find 
the pressure on January 2d was cut 
down, and on this day Mr. French 
informed me there was plenty of 
water.’ 

Mr. Talbot stated that they opened 
up everything on January 4 and that 
they have in their storage reservoirs 
several billion gallons of water. 

By Mayor Griffin—What do you 
mean by several? You say you have 
increased 17,000,000 .gallons during 
the past few days.

By Mr. Talbot—Our service at 
Oradell is service that has to run in 
reservoirs On the Hill, with a supply 
of eighty to ninety million gallons. 
It is the reserve for everything in 
Hudson County. We have been put- 
ting in about 34,000,000 gallons a 
day. The average is about 40,000,000 
gallons. 

By Mayor Griffin—How much 
water did we actually get in Hobo- 
ken? Was it three or four million 
gallons per day? 

By Mr. Talbot—yYes, 
something like that. 

Mayor Griffin stated that the peo- 
ple must have water for heating, 
fuel, washing out basins, urinals, ete. 


I believe, 


Commissioner Londrigan inquired 
as to how many gallons do you pour 
into the reservoirs? 


' Mr. Talbot replied, from twenty- 
nine to thirty-four million. North 
Bergen, Guttenberg, West New York, 
West Hoboken and Town of Union 
use about 85 per cent. of our total 
consumption. 


Commissioner Londrigan inquired 
as to the capacity of pouring into 
these reservoirs. 

Mr. Talbot replied 34,000,000 gal- 
lons from New Milford. 


Commissioner Londrigan inquired 
as to how many gallons did you pour 
last year in these reservoirs, and 
what is your capacity from New Mil- 
ford for supplying those reservoirs? 


Mr. Talbot replied that the maxi- 
mum capacity of their pipe lines was 
34,000,000 gallons per day. 


‘By Commissioner Londrigan-— 
Well, then, in other words, you have 
not laid sufficient pipe lines from 
New Milford into your reservoirs. 


Mr. Talbot replied stating they had 
a capacity of 5,000,000 gallons more 
than the average supply. Last win- 
ter and other winters we have been 
called upon for such. 


His Honor, Mayor Griffin, called 
on Mr. Bernegau, of Keuffel & Es- 
ser Co., who stated that he had lis- 
tened attentively to the statements 
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of the Hackensack Water Co., and 
the other gentlemen who spoke be- 
fore him and stated that ‘‘we have 
been without water for the past ten 
days,’”’ and also the remarks of Mr. 
De Forrest in regard to wasting 
water and he wished to say that he 
felt it was impossible to waste some- 
thing that they never receive. He 


‘stated he did not believe that Ho- 


boken received one-third of the 
water it uses during the past ten 
days and believed it would be a good 
plan to get a statement from the 
City’s Engineer showing how much 
water actually came into Hoboken 
during the past ten days. 


Mr. De Forrest, addressing His 
Honor, Mayor Griffin, stated that if 
there was any information wanted 
he would be glad to have Mr. French 
furnish the same as quickly as pos- 
sible. 


Corporation Attorney Fallon re- 
plied that Mr. De Forrest being an 


able and brilliant lawyer, he surely 
must have known what the situation 
was when he came here to-day, and 
felt that he should come prepared 
and not merely deal in generalities. 


His Honor, Mayor Griffin, called 
Chief Dunn of the Hoboken Fire 
Department and asked him if he 
could inform the Board how much 
water was at the recent fire in Ho- 
boken. 


The Chief replied that there was 
not enough water at any time dur- 
ing the fire, and that if it was not 
for the help received from the big 
tugboats, they would have been lost. 


Mr. Talbot stated it was his belief 
there were about four and one-half 
million gallons used on the day of 
the fire. 


Mayor Griffin inquired if there 
were any prospects for immediate 
relief. 


Mr. De Forrest stated there were 
prospects. I think we can open up 
for Hoboken and will endeavor to 
have it done promptly and I feel, 
if we all pull together, conditions

will be normal before very long. 


By Mayor Griffin—The question of 
responsibility of the Water Company 
Seems clearly evident. We are not 
concerned about outside places. We 


are only looking after ourselves. We 


understand all north is sufficiently 
taken care of. Why is it there is 
only eight pounds on, whereas there 
should be from forty to forty-five 


pounds? 


By Mr. De Forrest—Do you gen- 
tlemen and the Fire Chief want the 
full force turned on in Hoboken? 


By Mayor Griffin—We are entirely 
interested in our people and we want 
you to carry out your terms as stated 
in your contract. 


By Mr. De Forrest—Water is now 
turned on between 8 and 9 a. m.,, 
and 5 and 6 p. m. 


By Mayor Griffin—lIf you are going 
to hold water until it becomes in- 
tact, we certainly must look to some 
one else to provide us with same. 


Mr. De Forrest replied that they 
would do their level best if con- 
sumers will only stop waste. 


By Corporation Attorney Fallon— 
Your contract provides that you will 
give us water during all times. Why 
not give us water during the entire 
When we need it for fire pur- 
poses we do not get it. The Chief 
of the Fire Department states it was 
lacking. 

Mr. Annett of the Public Utilities 
Commission was called by Mayer 
Griffin and stated that he thought 
this case could be put on the cal- 
endar very shortly. He further went 
en to say that in connection with the 
recent case of the Hackensack Water 
Co. there is now on file with the 
Public Utilities Commission all data 
that would be needed by the En- 
gineer to be employed. To the best 
of his knowledge this covers all in- 
formation in regard to capacity, Size 
of mains, etc. It seems that the most 
important point at issue is, whether 
the Hackensack Water Co. should 
increase pressure here or save it for 
fire purposes. Who is to pass on that 
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he did not know. He understood 
there were 28,000,000 gallons in the 
reservoirs last night. This, he was 
informed, has been accumulating at 
the rate of 6,000,000 gallons per day. 


Mr. Richard Stevens stated that 
he understood from people in Wee- 
hawken that we have received a 
practical supply every day. In Ho- 
bhoken we have practically been with- 
out a supply for the last nine or ten 
Cays. Pending investigation, is it 
not possible for the Water Company 
to reduce water in North Hudson to 
give us some relief? 


In reply, Mayor Griffin stated that 
they all seem to evade it and we can- 
not extract it from them. 


Corporation Attorney Fallon, re- 
plying to Mr. Stevens’ question, 
stated that it is not a privilege we 
are asking for fromethe: Water Com- 
pany. It is only a right, yet here 
they come to us and offer nothing in 
the way of a satisfactory adjustment 
of the conditions complained of. 


The representative of the Public 
Utilities Commission is here and in 
order to obviate the delay these in- 
vestigations will take, I believe it 
would be well to apply to them for 
a hearing on next Monday, January 
14) 2913.at-16 o'clock, 

Mr. DeForrest stated that he hoped 
some day other than Monday would 
be fixed. 

Mr. Annett stated the Board of 
Public Utilities Commission cannot 
get here on Tuesday. 

Commissioner Londrigan then sug- 
gested Wednesday. 

Mr. De Forrest stated Wednesday 
would be allright for him. 

Corporation Attorney Fallon, ad- 
dressing Mr. De Forrest, stated that 
we have a contract with the Hack- 
ensack Water Co., in which they are 
to furnish a good and sufficient sup- 
ply of pure and wholesome water 
for all purposes and at all times, 
and why have you not lived up to it? 
As contract was entered into over 
twenty years ago, provision should 


have been made from time to time 
for the increased population in the 
city, and still we are told here to- 
day that water was diverted from 
us and given to others. Ten years 
ago there was some talk about your 
Company not entirely living up to its 
obligations and this ought ‘to be a 
warning to the City of Hobokenthat 
we should not depend too much on 
your Company for any contractual 
rights. 

Commissioner Londrigan inquired 
of Mr. De Forrest if they were going 
to give us water between now and 
next Wednesday. 


Mr. De Forrest replied: ‘“‘We are 
doing all we can and hope to pro- 
vide it.” 

In answer to Commissioner Lon- 
drigan as to whether they wouid 
release the water they have in other 
places and give this City water be- 
tween now and next Wednesday, Mr. 
De Forrest stated they would do the 
best they could, whereupon Commis- 
sioner Londrigan moved that the 
Corporation Attorney be directed to 
arrange for a meeting of the Public 
Utilities Commission here on Wed-

Gentlemen:— 


I am attaching hereto a communi- 
cation received from Chairman of 
the Shipping Board, Mr. Edward N. 
Hurley, in which he advises that a 
plan has been announced for the im- 
mediate organization of U.S. Ship- 
yard Volunteers of the Public Service 
Reserve, which is composed of 250,- 
000 skilled mechanics. The plan, as 
will be noted from Mr. Hurley’s let- 
ter, is to have all mechanics register 


and to continue in their present em- 
ployments until they are called into 
the service of the Shipping. Board. 


The wages to be paid such volun- 
teers shall be the same as those paid 
at the shipyards to other employees 
doing the same kind of work. These 
measures are taken to insure the 
most rapid construction of ships 
which are the only things, Mr. Hur- 
ley says, that will prevent further 
forced holidays. At the present time 
the different terminals, especially the 
Seaboards, are overcrowded with 
freight, the result of the speeding up 
by manufacturers of the country in 
an endeavor to supply the needs of 
our allies. The crowding has been 
so great and has caused so much 
congestion that it has been impossi- 
ble to even coal the bunkers of the 
ships. 

The imperative need of ships must 
be known to all, and those with a 
true patriotic sense and a desire to 
do a genuine service for the Govern- 
ment, having mechanical skill, should 
register themselves as willing to 
come to the aid of the Shipping 
Board. 

I am laying the matter before your 
Honorable Body, as per the request 
of Mr. Hurley, for your consideration 
and action.

To the Honorable, 

The Mayor of Hoboken, N. J.: 

Dear Sir:— 

The Shipping Board has announced 
a plan for the immediate organiza- 
tion of the U. S. Shipyard Volunteers 
of the Public Service Reserve, com- 
posed of 250,000 skilled mechanics. 
The plan is for artisans to register, 
and so engage themselves, when the 
need develops, to work in the ship- 
yards at the wages there prevailing.

In the meantime they are expected 
to retain their present positions. 
There are many such men in your 
city who will enroll if the necessity 
is brought home to them. 


I am writing you personally be- 
cause your leadership is needed in 
bringing the entire situation home to 
your people. For this reason, and 
because you are entitled to full in- 
formation in this matter I deem it 
my duty to lay before you the fact 
that the lack of ships was the un- 
derlying reason: for the drastic order 
of the Fuel Administrator which 
closed the factories of the nation. 
Such a crisis must not recur. Yet 
unless the shipbuilding program can 
be hastened, more forced holidays 
are inevitable as the result of an- 
other fuel order or a stoppage of 
shipments from factory to seaboard, 
with resulting chaos in the business 
world. 


The reason is plain. The need of 
our Allies, and of our Army in 
France, for both supplies and food 
has caused the speeding up of our 
manaufacturing plants to such a 
point that more deliveries are made 


to the eastern seaboard than there © 


are ships to carry them away. These 
shipments have piled up in the ports 
and backed up in the railway sidings 
for miles outside the seaboard cities, 
with the result that even the coal 
needed for the bunkers of the few 
ships in harbor could not get trough 
and the very ships required to carry 
away at least a part of this con- 
gested mass have been held in port 
by empty bunkers. The result was 
inevitable, and the factories of the 
nation, even though they were man- 
ufacturing supplies necessary for our 
Army, were forced to shut down, 
first, for the want of cars for their 
own coal, and, second, because their 
products could not be moved to the 
port even if contemplated. 


Unless ships are built, and built 
according to program, unless we 
have an adequate supply of workmen 
in the shipyards, and unless the men 
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now in the yards speed up their 
work, this stoppage of business and 
labor must continue, not only for the 
present, but just so long as the war 
may last. The business man, the 
laborer, the builder of war material, 
and even the worker in the arsenal, 
can put in only part time until these 
Ships are built. 


he Shipping Board has the yards, 
the money and the material for these 
ships. All that is lacking is the labor 
and labor throughout the nation 
must wait on labor in the yards. 


I quote from the announcement 
made by Fuel Administrator Garfield 
when he issued his drastic order, and 
make this quotation because it is in- 
self a frank statement of the situa- 
tion: 

“War munitions, food, manufac- 
tured articles of every description, 
lie at our Atlantic ports in tens of 
thousands of tons, while literally 
hundreds of ships, waiting, loaded 
with war goods for our men and the 
Allies, cannot take the seas because 
their bunkers are empty of coal, The 
coal to send them on their way is 
waiting behind the congested freight 
that has jammed all terminals. 


“Tt is worse than useless to bend 
our energies to more manufacturing 
when what we have already manu- 
factured lies at tidewater, congest- 
ing terminal facilities, jamming the 
railroad yards and side tracks for a 
long distance back into the country. 
No power on earth can move this 
freight into the War Zone where it 
is needed until we supply the ships.” 


This is the most important mes- 
sage that can be carried to _ the 
American people to-day, for it will 
give them the underlying reason for 
the present stoppage in our business 
life. These are facts which every 
business man in your city, every 
laboring man, and every official 
should understand fully—for, if war 
business is to go on, if factories are 
to work full time, if labor itself is to 
remain continuously employed, these 
ships must be built and be built at

once, 


I feel that you are entitled to know 
these facts, and you may use them as 
outlined, using my name for author- 
ity if necessary, in bringing the mat- 
ter to the personal attention of those 
whom you believe can best aid you 
in arousing your city to the need of 
the shipbuilding program and the 
necessity for the establishment of 
the Shipyard Reserve. 


Will you please lay this matter be- 
fore your City Council, before the 
Civic bodies of your city, and also, 
personally, before the managing edi- 
tors of all newspapers in your muni- 
cipality with the urgent request that 
they drive home these facts, continu- 
ously, to the people by every means . 
within their power. The Govern- 
ment’s campaign began on January 
28th, with talks by the Four-Minute 
Your local campaign should 
start as soon as possible. 


The whole war depends upon ships 
—ships depend on labor, and labor 
depends upon the ability of this 
Board, through an adequate Reserve, 
to supply the yards.

INCREASE IN SALARY OF 
STREET LABORERS. 


Vaibhe Clerk at the).direction (of itis 
Honor, Mayor Griffin, read a com- 
munication from the street laborers 
in, which they asked for a steady 
salary of $18.00 per week, owing to 
the high cost of living. 

Commissioner Londrigan stated 
that they had complained to him 
about the high cost of living, and 
asked if their conditions could not 
be bettered. 

Mayor Griffin thereupon asked the 
Committee of Street Laborers, who 
were present, if they wanted to be 
heard, and one of their members 
stated that their object in appearing 
before the Board was due to the 
fact that they wanted their wages 
increased from the present rate to 
$3.00 per day. He said that every- 
thing was going up very high and 
they could not get along on their 
present scale of $2.60 per day, and 
loss of rainy days. 

His Honor, Mayor Griffin, stated 
that the present schedule paid labor- 
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ers Was more than that paid in other 
cities. You receive on an average 
about $14 per week. Newark only 
pays $13 per week; Passaic, Ba- 
yonne, North Bergen and West Ho- 
boken, $2.25 per day, and Jersey 
City does not average $15 per week. 

Commissioner Londrigan stated 
that the street laborers feel as 
though they should be paid for rainy 
days. I let them work and will con- 
tinue to do so any day that it is pos- 
sible. 

Mayor Griffin thereupon stated 
that the matter be referred to the 
Committee of the Whole,*after which 
the hearing closed.
